-TATTERSALLS  CLUB  SNOOKER  AND  BILLIARDS  LEGEND 


Eddie  was  the  most  truly 
professional  snooker  player  because 
of  his  total  dedication  to  the  game 
attributable  to  his  fitness  and 
willingness  to  practice  by  himself  for 
hours  at  a  time. 

I  remember  Eddie  once  telling  me  that  one  of 
his  biggest  thrills  in  life  was  when,  at  the  age 
of  eleven,  he  was  put  up  to  play  the  great 
Walter  Lindrum  in  an  exhibition  frame.  He 
actually  ended  up  winning  on  the  black  ball, 
though  he  did  say  he  was  sure  that  Walter  let 
him  win. 

So  now  Eddie,  Australia's  most  successful 
snooker  player  joins  Australia's  and  the 
world’s  greatest  ever  billiard  players  whose 
names  shall  live  on  as  greats  of  the  green  baize. 

What  we  will  miss  most  about  Eddie  is  no 
longer  seeing  his  marvellous  skill  and 
tenacious  approach  to  the  game  on  our

magnificent  match  table,  nor  his  meticulous 
approach  to  the  game. 

Eddie  asked  me  to  iron  the  table  before  one 


of  his  Calcutta  matches  and  during  the 
course  of  the  game  he  overran  the  cue  ball 
for  position  on  a  blue  and  he  abruptly  said  “I 
shouldn't  have  asked  you  to  iron  the  table”. 

Eddie's  most  notable  achievements  were  20 
times  Australian  Snooker  Champion,  three 
times  runner-up  in  the  World  Snooker 
Championship,  three  time  Pot  Black 
Champion,  World  Matchplay  Snooker 
Champion,  World  Open  Snooker  Champion 
and  four  times  runner-up  in  the  World 
Professional  Billiards  Championship.  Eddie 
also  won  the  1988  Tattersalls  Club  Handicap 
Championship  (commonly  called  the 
Calcutta). 

Eddie  frequently  was  used  as  commentator 
on  numerous  television  tournaments  because 
of  his  knowledge  of  the  game. 

He  is  survived  by  five  children  and  eight 
grandchildren.
